Citizens Of Elba Must Aid 
Officials In Raising Funds 
If Levee Work Is Completed 


Do the citizens of Elba want 
the Levee completed? That 18 
the question which was being dis- 
cussed at & mass meeting in the 
courthouse Wednesday afternoon 
while this issue of The Clipper 
was being printed, ‘This meeting 
wus called by City Officials, and 
every man, woman and child in 
Elba was urged to attend so that 
the true status of this great proj- 
ect might be thoroughly under- 
stood, 

According to a statement by 
Mayor L. P, Mullins, the point has 
been reached where the work faces 
abandonment unless citizens of the 
town rally to the cause by furnish- 
ing some financial assistance to 
the project. 

The situation, briefly, is that the 
City needs $3,000.00 with which 
to build a large culvert at Beaver 
Dam Creek, near the spot where 
the Levee ends at present, Unless 
this culvert is built by the City, 
or with funds raised by citizens, 
the work may never be resumed 
and the people of the town wili not 
have the protectiow to be provided 
by this great protective wall. 

Mayor Mullins stated that he 
has assurance from higher offi- 
cials that when the citizens of 
Elba raise the necessary funds for 
this culvert, that work will pro- 
ceed on the extension of the Levee 
from that point on down the river 
and then acriéss the Western part 
of town, as was originally planned, 

The City of Elba does not have 
this amount of money and its fi- 
nancial condition is such that It is 
impossible for the municipality to 
raise the funds. Therefore, offi- 
cials are placing the matter 
squarely before citizens of the 
town and asking their whole- 
hearted cooperation in the matter. 

The plan adopted and which will 
be put before citizens calls for the 
issuance of Certificates of Indebt- 
edness by the City Officials, These 
certificates will be offered for sale 
to every man and woman inter- 
ested in the welfare of the people 
of Elba, who want to see the Levee 
completed. These certificates will 
be an obligation against the gen- 
eral revenues of the City and will 
be paid October 1, 1940, and bear 
interest at the rate of 6 per cent, 
payable annually. City Officials 
feel that this plan is better than 
asking citizens for an out-right 
donation of the funds. 

While this article was written 
before the mass meeting was held, 
plans no doubt will be made for 
committees to canvass the town 
for sale of the Certificates of In- 
debtedness. That is the important 
matter right now, and the-funds 
must be raised AT ONCE in or- 
der to get the work under way. 

Every man and woman in Elba 
should rally to the support of the 
City in this movement. The wel- 
fare and safety of our entire cit- 
izenship and the future of our City 
depends on this project. ’ 

Do YOU want to see the Levee 
completed? Your answer to that 
question will be measured by the 
interest you take in helping to

these places that is highly unpleas- 
ant, unhealthful, and even danger 
ous. We cannot too strongly urge 
an immediate overhauling of the 
plumbing and sewerage, both in 
the jail and courthouse by an ex- 
perienced and capable plumber at 
the earliest moment, 

We also recommend the pur- 
chase and installation of four Yale 
automatic door closers for the out- 
side doors of the courthouse, to 
be installed’ this fall. This will 
save much expense for fuel in 
heating the building during the 
winter months and justifies the in- 
vestment and installation. 

We recommend reroofing the 
main body of the almshouse build- 
ing, which is leaking badly, and 
all porch floors should be refloor- 
ed. There is one room in this build- 
ing that is without lights, which 
should be furnished. 

State auditors have just com- 
pleted their investigation of the 
various county officers, and we 
have no comment to make. The 
bonds of the officials are adequate 
and the county is amply secured. 

There are a number of bridges 
in this Division that were more 
or less damaged by the recent 
storm; some are dangerous to 
such an extent that mail carriers 


have to detour in order to make} 


their routes. We urge attention 
to this condition by the Commis- 
sioners in order to safeguard the 
lives of our citizens, as well as

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The average farmer jn this sec- 


tion is very busy at the present 
time and will be busy for several 
weeks, bub we must not allow 
ourselves to pet so busy that we 
cannot protect our farms from 


the common forees of destruction, 
Mall rains will soon set in and our 
soils will be washed away during 
the entire winter unless we do 
some work of prevention and pro- 
tection at lan carly date, Hvery 
terrace off the farm should be re. 
paired before the winter rains set 
in, T realize that our lands do not 


t 
wash so badly while the grass and 


weeds are standing and while the 
soil is hard, but they wash some 
and that amount should be stopped. 
Patch work is about all we need 
to do 4s our terraces are well sod- 
ded and will hold during the win- 
ter if the breaks are cared for, 
Not more than one farmer in ten 
tries to pateh his terraces during 
the fall months, Our top soil is 
our only natural resource on the 
farm and we should do everything 


in our power to saye and preserve 
it at all times. Unless we do 
learn the art of conserving our 


soil our children and grandchildren 
shall find a bleak farming section 
from which to work out their ex- 
istence, If we could only apply 
common sense and support it with 
honest work we could soon have 
all our cultivated land well pro- 
tected from washing and leeching. 
Most of us have numerous washes 
and gullies in our fields and it is 
now in order for us to do some- 
thing about these washes, There 
is one rule which I think we should 
all make and that is to see to it 
that there is some form of brush 
or litter in each wash to catch up 
the drift. Cane pummies, cane 
fodder, pine straw, leaves, pine 
tops, wasted hay, corn stalks, cot- 
ton stalks, briars, bushes, bark, 
limbs, trash and tin cans are only 
a few of the things which we 
might use to stop a wash. There 
should be something from one end 
of the wash to the other to catch 
the sand and soil which goes down 
that wash. If this is kept up for 
a few years there will not be any 
washes on your farm. Of course 
this will not catch up a caving 
gulley but it will stop any other 
kind of a wash, Not the first pile 
of cut briars, brush, or any other 
form of trash or litter as above 
mentioned should be burned on the 
farm. When a tree is cut for 
wood the top should be carried to 
the nearest wash and there made 
lo serve a useful purpose, Enough 
fresh land should be cleared each 
fall to enable you to put a line 
of brush from one end to the 
other of every wash on your farm. 
I feel that it is a crime for us to 
take in the virgin soil of this sec- 
tion which nature has been build- 
ing for centuries and then allow 
it to wash away into the branches, 
leaving nothing but gullies and 
clay knobs for our children and 
the next generation. Th: law does 
not hold us vesponsible for this 
neglect and waste but I fear that 


,;our Maker will hold us _ strictly 


accountable for it. But if we are 
not to be held accountable we 
should still take a pride in saving 
our soil as a business proposition. 
I'll give $100 reward to any man 
who can show me that it is wise; 
prudent or advisable for a man 
to allow his farm to wash away 
as many of us are doing. And as 
we allow our good soil to wash 
away we are crying and howling 
about being out of something to 
do. I long to see the day when 
every farmer in this section shall 
fully appreciate the necessity of 
savinz his soil to the extent that 
he will not allow a wash or gully 
in his farm if it can possibly he 
stopped. 
* * * * * 

While we are talking about 
washes and gullies is a good time 
to remind you of your promise to 


secure some kudzu crowns or seed; 


for your farm. I’m hearing some 
mighty fine reports from all over 
the country as to what kudzu is 
doing for. those who are taking 
the time to put it out. If you

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FARMER JONES AND HIS 
COW PEN

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have a caving gully on your place 
you should secure some kudzu and 
Plant it from one end of the gully 
Lo the other, I would suggest that 
you dig pits and fill them with 
barn lot fertilizer and then plant 


your kudau in these pits, This 
will give you a strong, hardy vine 
which will completely wrap up 


your gully and your tioubles will 
be over in stopping that gully, It 
will take years for the vines to 
fill up the gully with soil, as only 
a very small amount of sand o1 
soll foes into one of these caving 
gullies, If you put the vines there 
and fertilize them as suggested 
they will catch up all the dirt that 
comes dewn that gully, Your ef- 
fort along this line will be weli 
rewarded if you will only stake 
your milk cow in this gully during 
the summer months. One scully 
will more than graze your cow if 
you have it well sodded with kud- 
zu vines, I know of one man who 
dug holes in the middle of his gul- 
lies, pul in the fertilizer and plant- 
ed the vines, but I'm of the opin- 
jon that it is best to place your 
vines on the sides of the gully, If 
you place them in the middle you 
should stake down a log or chunk 
te protect each vine, If they are 
placed on the sides you will not 
need to protect them, Do you be- 
lieve that the planting of kudzu 
vines will stop caving gullies? If 
it will, then what excuse do we 
have for allowing these gullies to 
grow on us? 
a + * * ” 

Iiverything known to man has 
its enemies, Our pastures have 
many enemies which we should 
Strive to destroy. These enemies 
must be destroyed at the right 
time or you cannot get them at 
ail, Now i8 the time to destroy 
the enemies of your cow pasture 
and your bog pasture, All hands 
should be put in the pasture for 
the purpose of destroying all en- 
jemy weeds and plants, The bit- 
terweed is our worst enemy in the 
cow pasture, while the cocklebur1 
is the worst enemy in the hog 
pasture, There are many other 
weeds such as the dog fennel, cof- 
fee weed, Jemison weed and rag 
weed. The one thing to keep in 
mind is that we must not allow 
these weeds to mature their seeds. 
If the seed is matured before we 
begin destroying them we must be 
careful about scattering the seed. 
Bitterweeds should be pulled up 
and burned, Cockleburr weeds 
shculd be cut, piled and burned 
as many kinds of insects hiber- 
nate in the roots of these weeds, 
Many claim that the boll weevil 
finds his best home in the root 
of the cockleburr weed. They do 
carry a lot of insects and for this 
reason I recommend that you burn 
these weeds at the earliest pos- 
sible date, It is very necessary 
for us to decide where our pig 
pasture will be next year and 
then see to it that not a single 
cockleburr weed is allowed to grow 
on that soil. It is also a pretty 
good idea to see to it that none 
of these weeds grow near your 
pig pasture, as the seed will get 
over into your pig pasture in 
some way. It is very risky to 
try to raise pigs where there are 
young plants of the cockleburr 
growing, as the pig will eat the 
young plant by mistake, which is 
generally fatal to him. A real 
farmer does not have hitter weeds 
in his cow pasture or cockleburr 
weeds in his pig pasture. Now is 
the time to destroy all useless 
weeds and we should see that it 
is done before the seed begin to 
|shed off the plants. If you are 
|too lazy, too trifling or too busy 
| to see to this I would suggest that 
you ask your wife to do it for 
you as she will do a much better 
job of it than you would if you 
tried to do it. Tell her to get up 
|the hands and do the job well and 
it will be done. 

* * * * * 

While we are talking about 
weeds will be a mighty fine time 
|to mention once more the neces- 
sity of getting beggarlice weed 
seed on your farm. I notice that 
many farms in this section do not 
have this weed at all. If you do 
not have the seed of this weed 
you should go to a farm where 
| the weed is plentiful and beg some 
of the seed. If you ever get the 
weed started it will be easy to 
keep it. This weed makes good 
hay, it is good feed while green, 
grows without extra work and is 
one of our greatest soil builders. 
The only thing you will.need to 
do after you get the seed is to 
leave the plants when you can con- 
veniently dodge them in your 
work. Some years we cultivate 
our crops so cleanly that we will 
lose seed if we do not watch and 
leave some of the plants for seed. 
A few plants on the terraces and 
around the ends will keep you well 
supplied with seed through all the 
years. I do not know of anything 
which is more helpful on the farm, 
considering what it costs or its 
trouble, than the common beggar- 
lice weed. If you do not know 
what it will do you should make 
diligent inquiry about it and get 
some seed within the next few 
weeks, as it will soon be too late.

{URAL ELECTRIFI-

new idea so far as 
Alabama _ Power 
Company 1s con- 
cerned. [t was one 

of the pioneers in 
electrification, and _ has 
building rural

[In 1924 it began an intensive 
program of rural electrification 
and was one of the first, if not 
the first, company in the coun- 
try to do so, 

The policy of the Company 
was expressed thus: 


“If those who live in the 
cural sections, therefore, will 
do their part in advancing 
the use of electricity just as 
the users in the cities are 
doing, then the farmer will 
find the same service avail- 
able to him throughout the 
state. We have not waited 
upon the full development of 
the use of electricity before 
bringing it to the farmer, but 
we are engaged in this pi- 
oneer work in the hope that 
its benefits and advantages 
will commend themselves as 
the work goes on and thus

make electric service per- 
manent in our rural sec- 
tions,”’* 


In pursuit of that policy the 
Company has not only conducted 
a continuous Rural Line Con- 
struction Program, but since 
1927 has had Agricultural Engi- 
neers assist the farmers in 
their problems pertaining to uses 
of electricity. 

In those early days rural elec- 
trification was started as an ex- 
perimental project in co-opera- 
tion with the State Agricultural 
Experiment Station of the Ala- 
bama Polytechnic Institute, the 
National Committee on the Re- 
lation Electricity to Agricul- 
ture, and the Alabama Farm 
‘ureau Federation. ‘The Power 
Sompany constructed rural lines 
to serve as a field laboratory for 
the field investigations which 
were ccnducted by the Agricul- 
tural E.gineering Department of 
the Alabama Polytechnic Insti- 
tute. The National Committee 
on the Relation of Electricity to 
Agriculture assisted in planning 
the project and the Alabama 
Farm Bureau appointed a com-

mittee of farmers to assist and 


advise in connection with the 
plans and work. 
This original experiment re- 


sulted in the necessary informa- 
tion to begin au expanded pro- 
gram of rural electric develop- 
ment throughout the territory 
served by the Company. 


CHAPTER II 


Down lIighways and Byways; 
Thru Forests and Across 
Fields 


The progress made in this de- 
velopment by the Company in 
the decade 1924-1934 is indicated 
by the increas from only 14 
rural e'-ctric lines served by the 
Company in 1923, to 789 strictly 
tural lines—and 68 which started 
as rural lines but were changed 
from rural to urban classifica- 
tion—served in 1934. 


The Company has con- 
structed rural lines in every 
county in Alabama in which 
it does business. It has built 
over 3,000 miles of rural lines 
along the highways and roads 
of the state to provide electric 
servic: to approximately 15,- 
000 rural and farm customers, 
In addition it has extended 
electric service to some 27,000 
customers in small towns and 
communities that are consid- 
ered “rural” by the United 
States Bureau of the Census. 


As a result of the Company’s 
tural electric development~ and 
the extension of electric service

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MAKING OF A STATESMAN 


NG “STRUCTIVE as war is, ita 
woking or its imminence has 


revenled an unselfish devotion to 
country which shines as a bright 
light in American polities, 


Stephen A Douglas, ‘Little Giant” 
of Illinois, is the man who 
became a statesman, back in 1860, 
and helped elect an opponent! 

Two years before, in 1858, Doug: 
las Abraham  Lineoln had 
stumped Illinois in a series of de- 
bates that had drawn the attention

of the entire country. Lincoln be: 
came a national figure by his 
adroitness in forcing Douglas to ad- 
mit that the Dred Scott decision 
on slavery destroyed Douglas’ 
“squatter sovereignty’’ doctrine. 
Douglas saved Illinois for himself 


by his reply but he had alienated 
the support of the deep South, 
So when the returns were in, fol- 
lowing the 1860 conventions, Lin- 
coln and Hannibal Hamlin was the 
Republican ticket; Douglas and H, 
V. Jolinson represented the North. 
ern Democrats; John C. Brecken- 
ridge and Joseph Lane, the South- 
ern Democrats, and John Bell of 
Tennessee and Edward Everett of 
Mas husetts carried the colors ol 
the new Constitutional Union party. 
This split in his party's 
was a revelation to Douglas. 
publicans scoffed at him thus: 
“His legs were short, but 
speeches they were long, 
And nothing but himself he could 
see; 
His principles were weak, but his 
spirits they were strong, 
For a thirsty little soul was he.” 
But Douglas showed them all 
something of his principles, 
Realizing the election of Lincoln 
was inevitable, he cast aside his 
own candidacy, made a speaking 
tour through the South. ‘‘We must

save the Union,’’ he urged them 
there. “Lincoln is the next Presi- 
dent.”’ 


The South, true to its convictions 
on states’ rights and slavery, held 
aloof frorm Lineoln, who failed ta 
carry a single state below the Ma- 
son and Dixon line. But when Lin- 
coln stood on the Capitol steps to 
take his oath of office, Stephen A. 
Douglas stood beside him and held 
the hat of the newly-sworn Presi- 
dent.

BY ONE VOTE 
UTHERFORD B. HAYES of 
Ohio, nineteenth President of 

the United States, can be desig- 
nated ‘the man who was elected by 
a single vote.” 

His contest with Samuel J. Til- 
den of New York, the, Democratic 
nominee,, threatened for a time in 
1876 and early 1877 to bring about 
a resumption of the Civil war. Per- 
haps it explains in some measure 
the bitterness of battles today be- 
tween Republicans and Democrats. 

Hayes faced the disadvantage of 
running in the wake of the eight 
years of the Grant administrations, 
followed as they were by sensa- 
tional accusations of financial 
frauds. There was little to choose 
between abilities of the candidates 
and when first returns were in, 
Tilden was acclaimed as winner. 

Shortly after election day, it was 
revealed that Tilden’s managers 
were uncertain as to the results 
their party had achieved in Flori- 
da, South Carolina and Louisiana. 
Normally Democratic, these states 
still were in the hands of carpet- 
bagger government. 

Tilden had 184 electoral votes 
and the ballots of any of the three 
states named would have elected 
him. Hayes, with 166, needed all 
of them to have one more elec- 
toral vote than Tilden. In Louisi- 
ana, the canvassing board threw 
out 13,250 Democratic votes and 
gave the state to Hayes. Republi- 
cans asserted their candidate had 
won in both South Carolina and 
Florida. But Democrats of the 
three states returned votes for Til- 
den. 

To make the situation a typical 
American scene, congress was di- 
vided, one branch being Democrat- 
ic, the other Republican. 

It was decided finally to appoint 
five congressmen from each party 
and five judges of the Supreme 
court to make the decision as to 
which set of returns from the dis- 
puted states should be accepted. 


The election of Hayes was as- 
sured by the vote of Justice Brad- 
ley, whose participations gave the 
deliberative body a margin of eight 
Republicans to seven Democrats. 
And congress approved these mo- 
mentous findings just in time to 
enable Rutherford B. Hayes to take 
the oath of office as President.

1 im attempting to bring to you 
a few facts about education: rela- 
tive to what it is and how it may 
be applied, 
To define education we may say 
it ia the training of the mind to 


think. How great is the need for

A food 
citizen is primarily one who forms 
aun intelligent judgment and reg- 
isters a right decision on any pub- 
lie or social problern with which 
the community is faced. It is not 
enough that he he rood informa- 
tion and good intention, but he 
must have good sense, 

I have often asked myself the 
question, “Why do we confuse edu- 
cation and information?" They 
are near akin, but certainly noy 
the same thing, You may be abte 
to pour information Into an in-« 
dividual, but you cannot pour edu- 
cation into him. 

He may catch information on a 
fly, from his books, his teachers, 
even from moving pictures; but 
when it comes to getting an edu- 
cation the individual must take 
an active part; for there is no 
other way for him to he educated. 

There is no group of people more 
vitally affected by the changing 
conditions than are the negroes, 

That is one reason why they 
should strive to obtain an educa- 
tion, even though they be of age; 
opportunity is still knocking. And 
above all give the boys and girls 
a chance; you owe it to them to 
make their lives of service to hu- 
manity; this can only be done by 
training the mind to think; which 
in itself is education. 

After all, let our education lead 
to service to God and to our fel- 
lowman, 

Since we draw on the past which 
raade up our school days, and the 
teachings of the most saintly of 
all our teachers for the thought 
that there is nothing fine and beau- 
liful about life that cannot be in- 
terpreted in terms of love for an 
appreciation of that thing which 
we mortals call service. 

Let it-be said when all is done 
that, so long as I have lived, T 
have striven to live worthily.

According to report, a daugh- 
ter, wishing to use a paper bag, 
unthoughtedly picked up a bag 
containing aresnate of lead and 
thinking it was meal, dumped it 
into the meal bin. The ensuing 
batch of muffins was eaten by Mr. 
and Mrs. Ward and two children 
with painful result. They became 
violently ill. Three doctors were 
called and they decided that the 
reason there were no fatalities was 
that all of the stricken members 
of the family had taken overdoses 
of the poison. 

After a few hours of intense 
suffering all recovered and no se- 
rious results are apparent.
